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Balance  Sheet 

The  Balance  Sheet  as  of  June  30,  1920,  pages  16  and  17,  shows  current  funds,  includ- 
ing cash,  stores,  accounts  receivable  and  misceManeous  amounting  to  $739,604.32;  trust 
funds  amounting  to  $97,278.53;  the  endowment  fund  of  the  University  from  the  Land 
Grant  Act  of  1862  (see  also  page  18),  $649,012.91;  securities  and  properties  donated  for 
the  construction  of  buildings  (not  yet  disposed  of),  $66,967.61;  and  the  valuation  of 
property  and  equipment  of  the  University  at  June  30,  1920,  $9,042,432.92,  against  which 
there  was  at  that  date  a  net  indebtedness  of  $230,000.00.

Of  this  income,  the  sum  of  $370,920.38  was  carried  forward  at  the  end  of  the  year 
from  special  state  and  other  funds  (see  pages  12  and  13),  including  especially  $300,000 
appropriated  for  a  Clinical  Laboratory  in  Chicago,  work  on  which  did  not  begin  until 
after  the  close  of  the  year. 

Income  from  gifts  during  the  year  includes  a  gift  of  $2,000  by  Mr.  Robert  F.  Carr, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University,  for  the  planting  of  trees.  Other 
items  of  income  are  described  in  detail  on  pages  18  and  19.

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State  Vz  Mill  Tax  Fund 

In  accordance  with  an  Act  of  June  10,  1911,  as  amended  in  1919,  a  tax  of  two-thirds 
of  one  mill  (one  mill  previous  to  1919)  is  levied  and  collected  on  all  property  in  the 
state,  for  the  benefit  of  the  University.  The  proceeds  of  this  tax  are  accounted  for  by 
the  State  Treasurer  in  a  separate  fund,  a  summary  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  which  from  its  besinning  to  June  30,  1920,  is  shown  on  pages  54  and  55.  The  net 
receipts  in  1912,  the  first  year  of  the  mill  tax  levT,  were  $2,267,034.  The  net  receipts  for 
the  tax  year  1918,  from  which  appropriations  to  the  University  for  the  fiscal  year  lyiV- 
1920  (the  year  covered  by  this  report)  are  paid,  were  $2,530,136,  an  increase  ot  U /c  m 
seven  years.

In  view  of  changed  conditions  since  the 
construction  of  practically  all  of  these  buildings,  and  in  the  belief 
that  the  actual  original  cost  of  these  buildings  is  of  more  value 
and  importance  in  tlie  statistics  and  reports  of  the  University 
than  any  attempted  estimate  of  depreciated  value,  the  present 
Report  shows  all  buildings  at  their  original  cost.)

Donations  for  Buildings 

Certain  of  the  securities  donated  by  Honorable  William  B.  McKinley  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  McKinley  Hospital  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  University,  not  having  yet 
been  disposed  of.    Statements  of  these  securities  appear  on  page  66. 

Farms  donated  by  Captain  Thomas  J.  Smith  for  the  erection  of  the  Tina  Weedon 
Smith  Memorial  Music  Hall  have  all  been  disposed  of,  but  certain  contracts  remain 
uncompleted  on  account  of  delay  in  perfection  of  title,  the  amount  outstanding  at  June 
30,  1920,  being  $1,450.

Certain  property  of  the  University  located  in  Chicago  is  encumbered  to  the  extent 
of  $232,000,  such  indebtedness  having  existed  against  the  property  at  the  time  of  its

In  the  case  of  the  Medical  and  Dental  properties  donated  to  the  University  by  the 
stockholders  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  the  deed  states:  "It  is  fur- 
ther understood  and  agreed  that  the  grantee  by  the  acceptance  of  this  conveyance  does 
not  assume  the  payment  of  any  mortgaged  indebtedness  of  any  character  whatsoever 
existing  against  the  grantor."

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INCOME 

From  United  States  Grants 

The  University  of  Illinois  is  one  of  a  number  of  state  institutions  throughout  the 
countr>-  receiving  the  benefit  of  certain  Federal  grants  providing  aid  for  state  institu- 
tions giving  instniction  in  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts.  The  first  and  most  important 
of  these  is  known  as  the  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  by  which  tracts  of  land  were  assigned 
to  the  various  institutions  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  In  the  case  of  the 
University  of  Illinois,  the  land  assigned  to  it,  (480,000  acres)  has  been  fully  disposed  of, 
and  the  fund  thus  accrued  amounts  to  $649,012.91.  This  fund  was  taken  over  by  the 
State  in  1897,  and  interest  on  it  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum  is  paid  semi- 
annually to  the  University  by  the  State  under  an  appropriation  from  General  Revenue. 

The  Morrill  and  Nelson  Acts  provide  for  direct  appropriations  to  institutions  accept- 
ing aid  under  the  Act  of  1862.  Payment  for  the  amounts  due  the  University  is  made  to 
the  State  Treasurer  by  the  United  States  Treasurer  and  the  funds  thus  received  are 
reappropriated  to  the  University  regularly  by  the  General  Assembly,  after  which  they 
are  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  for  disbursement. 

The  Hatch  and  Adams  Acts  provide  appropriations  for  the  aid  of  agricultural  experi- 
ment stations  and  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  are  paid  in  quarterly  installments  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University  by  the  United  States  Treasurer,  and  are  disbursed  by  him 
on  special  warrants. 

The  Smith-Lever  Act  provides  aid  for  extension  work  in  agriculture  and  home 
economics,  the  amount  of  the  fund  increasing  year  by  year,  and  based  on  the  rural  pop- 
ulation of  the  state.  The  income  to  the  University  of  Illinois  from  this  fund  in  1919-20 
was  $189,595.01.  These  funds  are  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  by  the  United 
States  Treasurer  in  semi-annual  installments,  and  are  disbursed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
University  on  special  warrants. 

The  Smith-Hughes  Act  of  1917  provides  aid  for  states  establishing  courses  in  voca- 
tional branches,  and  for  training  of  teachers  in  such  branches.  Under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  the  states  accepting  the  benefit  therefrom  and  complying  with  its  provisions  will 
be  reimbursed  for  one-half  of  the  expenditures  for  these  purposes,  the  administration 
of  the  funds  being  in  the  hands  of  the  State  .Board  of  Vocaticmal  Education.  The  State 
Board  reimburses  the  University  to  the  extent  of  one-half  of  its  actual  expenditures. 
The  amount  shown  in  the  present  report  for  the  year  1919-1920  represents  the  approx- 
imate return  to  the  University  for  reimbursement  of  expenditures  under  this  Act. 

From  State  Appropriations 

Appropriations  to  the  University  for  the  biennium  1919-21  were  made  from  the 
income  of  a  tax  of  two-thirds  of  one  mill  levied  in  accordance  with  an  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly  passed  in  1911  and  amended  in  1919,  to  the  amount  of  $5,000,000.  One- 
half  of  this  appropriation  has  been  spread  on  the  books  of  the  University  for  the  year 
1919-20  and  expended.  In  addition,  the  sum  of  $35,000  has  been  expended  during  the 
year  1919-20,  but  previous  to  September  30,  1919,  as  required  by  law,  on  account  of 
appropriations  for  the  biennium  1917-19  from  a  balance  in  these  appropriations  re.Tiain- 
ing  unexpended  June  30,  1919. 

In  addition  to  the  appropriations  from  the  mill  tax,  the  following  special  appropria- 
tions were  also  made,  payable  from  the  general  revenue  of  the  state : 
For  Land  and  Buildings,  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the 

State  Hospital  project  at  Chicago  $300,000 

For  Military  Bams   25,000 

For  the  operation  of  the  Live  Stock  Biological  Laboratory     11,500  per  annum 

From  Student  Fees 

A  statement  of  the  amounts  of  the  various  classes  of  fees  assessed  in  the  different 
departments  of  the  University  may  be  found  in  the  Annual  Register.  All  student  fees  are 
payable  in  full  at  the  time  of  registration. 
From  Departmental  Sales,  Etc. 

Income  under  this  head  includes  all  manner  of  sales  of  produce,  of  returns  for 
service  of  various  kinds,  and  of  sales  of  worn  out  or  scrapped  material.  In  the  case  of 
productive  departments  such  as  those  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  the  gross  sales  of 
each  division  arc  indicated  whether  those  sales  arc  made  to  other  departments  of  the 
University  or  to  parties  outside  of  the  University.  It  must  he  noted,  however,  that  the 
figures  here  given  do  not  necessarily  indicate  the  gross  production  of  any  department, 
inasmuch  as  material  consumed  by  the  department  producing  it  would  not  here  be 
recorded. 

No  transactions  between  University  store  rooms  and  the  various  departments  of  the 
University  arc  included  under  Income. 

All  moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  University  Treasurer  (see  pages  52  and  S3)  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent  per  annum  on  daily  balances,  the  interest  being  cred- 
ited monthly. 

Only  nel  incomes  from  dormitories,  dining  halls,  hospitals,  etc.,  appear  in  this  state- 
ment, detailed  accounts  appearing  on  pages  52,  53  and  47. 
From  Gifts 

Additional  sums  were  realized  during  the  year  1919-20  on  account  of  farms  donated 
to  the  University  by  Captain  Thomas  J.  Smith  for  the  erection  of  the  Tina  VVeedon 
Smith  Memorial  Music  Building,  as  described  in  previous  reports.

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EXPENDITURES 

All  expenditures  of  the  University  are  made  on  properlv  approved  vouchers  chargeable 
against  existing  balances  in  appropriations  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  is  the  custom  of 
the  University  to  pay  immediately  any  bill  that  becomes  due.  As  a  result,  the  item  "accounts 
payable  _  is  a  negligible  item  and  cash  disbursements  of  the  institution  on  account  of  budget 
appropnations  represent  its  current  expenditures. 

Expenditures  are  classified  in  two  ways:  First,  departmental  expenditures;  second, 
service  and  commodity  classification.  The  following  schedules  contain  an  analysis  of  all  ex- 
penditures of  the  University  of  Illinois  for  the  year  1919-1920  under  these  two  classifications. 

Transactions  relating  to  stores  and  service  departments,  to  certain  special  revolving  funds, 
and  to  all  trust  funds,  are  not  herein  included  but  will  be  found  in  separate  schedules  on  pages 
48  to  53,  inclusive. 

The  departmental  classification  of  expenditures  falls  into  five  major  groups : 

I.     General 

Including  the  expenses  of  general  administrative  offices;  of  offices  and  departments 
for  student   record,   administration    and    welfare;   the   expenditures   on    account  of   the 
Library,  including  the  purchase  of  books;  and  the  expenditures   for  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  Physical  Plant. 
II.    Teaching  and  Rese.\rch 

Including  expenditures  on  account  of  the  various  colleges,  schools  and  teaching 
departments,  and  covering  salaries,  supplies  and  departmental  equipment.  Where  research 
is  an  integral  part  of  the  teaching  organization  and  not  separated  by  budget  or  other 
division,  it  is  herein  included. 

III.  Special  Investig.ations 

Including  those  projects  of  research  and  investigation  for  which  special  budgetary 
provision  is  made. 

IV.  Extension 

Including  only  at  the  present  time  expenditures  under  the  funds  provided  by  the 
Federal  Smith-Lever  Act. 

V.    Capital  Additions 

Including  land,  buildings  and  Physical  Plant  Extension,  but  not  including  depart- 
mental equipment. 

The  service  and  commodity  distribution  of  expenditures  conforms  closely  to  the  schedule 
adopted  by  the  State  of  Illinois  in  its  1919  budget. 

In  further  explanation  of  the  items  of  this  classification,  the  following  outline  is  given: 

OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE  EXPENDITURES 
Salaries 

Includes  salaries  of  instructors  and  technical  assistants  and  stipendia  of  fellows  and 
scholars,  and  of  administrative  and  clerical  staff. 

Wages 

Includes  compensation  for  irregular  personal  service,  clerical,  mechanical  or  un- 
skilled. 

Office  Expense 

Includes  expenditures  for  stamps,  postal  cards,  telephone  exchange  service  and  tolls, 
telegraph  and  messenger  service,  freight,  express  and  drayage,  stationery,  ink,  pencils, 
drafting  and  drawing  materials,  record  books  and  binders  for  office  use,  rubber  stamps 
and  typewriter  supplies. 
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Printing  and  Publications 

Includes  the  printing  of  office  forms,  letterheads,  tiotes,  blanks,  etc.,  and  the  publish- 
ing of  bulletins,  circulars  and  reprints,  and  the  engraving  of  cuts  for  such  publications. 

Travel 

Includes  all  such  expenses  paid  by  the  University,  whether  for  University  employees 
or  other  persons,  also  board,  livery,  etc.,  of  employees  temporarily  in  the  field. 

Supplies 

Includes  supplies  for  class  work  or  research,  such  as  chemicals,  glassware,  light 
apparatus  of  temporary  nature,  animals  for  dissection,  etc.,  and  general  supplies,  including 
sundry  materials  which  cannot  be  otherwise  classified,  as  seeds,  fertilizers,  pots,  labels, 
farm  materials  not  classified,  lumber  and  light  hardware  when  not  chargeable  to  build- 
ings, equipment  or  maintenance,  oils,  gasoline,  janitor  supplies,  nursery  and  green- 
house materials  for  experimental  work,  blueprinting  and  photographic  supplies,  etc. 

Repairs 

Includes  both  labor  and  material  charges  for  repairs  and  upkeep  of  buildings  and 
grounds,  equipment  and  land  improvements. 

Miscellaneous 

Includes  expenditures  for  general  items  not  otherwise  classified,  such  as  dues  in 
organizations,  horseshoeing,  laundry,  registering  animals,  etc. 

CAPITAL  EXPENDITURES 

Land,  Buildings  and  Improvements 

Includes  the  cost  of  new  buildings;  additions  to  buildings;  the  purchase  of  land ;  and 
the  improvements  made  thereon,  such  as  pavements,  walks,  grading,  fencing,  tiling,  irriga- 
tion, sewers,  wells  with  their  windmills,  pumps,  curbs,  etc.,  nursery  stock  for  permanent 
ornamentation  and  farm  buildings;  also  extension  of  the  Power  Plant,  such  as  tunnels, 
conduits,  lighting  systems  and  switch  tracks. 

Equipment 

Includes  the  cost  of  laboratory  apparatus,  including  machinery  in  engineering  lab- 
oratories, lantern  slides,  musical  instruments  in  studios,  charts,  maps,  cameras,  stereop- 
ticons,  laboratory  trucks,  etc.;  of  furniture,  including  desks,  tables,  chairs,  stools,  filing 
cases,  window  shades,  awnings,  movable  blackboards,  pianos,  pictures  except  whea 
classed  as  museum  material,  portable  desk  lamps,  linoleum,  lockers,  etc.;  of  office  equip- 
ment, including  typewriters,  adding  and  computing  machines,  telephones  and  arms,  elec- 
tric fans,  dictaphones,  dictagraphs,  addressographs,  duplicators  and  mimeographs;  of 
machinery  and  tools,  both  for  the  physical  plant  and  the  farms;  and  of  live  stock,  includ- 
ing farm  animals  of  all  kinds,  but  not  small  animals  for  laboratory  dissection,  which  are 
classed  under  supplies  for  instruction;  also  expenditures  for  books,  bound  periodicals, 
pamphlets,  circulars  kept  permanently,  subscriptions  to  periodicals  when  retained  for 
permanent  library,  and  binding ;  and  for  permanent  illustrative  material  such  as  skeletons, 
models,  pictures,  etc.
